Cariolanus, too, combined in his kiss 
such a world of passion in its fierce- 
ness and love: 

Long as my exile, sweet 4s my revenge. 

One more of Shakspeare’s ideal 
kisses, and we must leave him. Mar- 
iana’s exquisite song, which everyone 
knows by heart, will be a fit conclu- 
ion to our quotations from the great 
poet: 

Take. oh, talle those lips away, 
That so sweetly were forsworn, 
' And those eyes the break of day — 
Lights that do mislead the morn; 
But my kisses bring again, 
Bring again 
Seals of love, but sealed in vain— 
Sealed in vain! 

England, in Shakspeare’s time, had 
gone back sadly from the earlier days 
of reticence—as_ practiced in olden 
times—when a man _ would as soon 
have thought of kissing his wife in his 
daughter’s presence as we would now 
think of performing the same grace in 
church. There is a curious extract in 
Notes and Queries bearing upon this 
point; it is from Cavendish’s Life of 
Wolsey, and is theutterance of a Mme. 
Cregin. ‘‘Forasmuch,” quoth she, 
‘‘as ye be an Englishman, whose cus- 
tom is in your country to kiss all la- 
dies and gentlewomen, without of- 
fense, and although it be not so here 
in this realm (France), yet y I be so 
bold as to kiss you and so shall all my 
maids.”” By means whereof I kissed 
my lady and all her women. But if 
the English stuck to the custom longer 
than other European nations, they 
owed it to them originally, for an old 
historian says: ‘‘The pleasant prac- 
tice of kissing was utterly unpracticed 
and unknown in England till the fair 
princess Rouix (Rowena), the daugh- 
ter of Ki Hengist of Friesland, 
pressed the beaker with her lipkens, 
and saluted the amorus Vortigern 
with a husjin” (a little kiss). The 
practice was particularly abhorant to, 
and discouraged by, the Puritans, 
and John Bunyan anathematizes kiss- 
in no measured terms.

Dropping 
badinage for a serious contemplation 
of not alone the press of California, 
but of the nation, what a noble duty 
With what a re- 
sponsibility itis charged! It is, or 
rightfully ought to be, the guide and 
expenent of popular thought. It 
should take the scholar as he leaves 
his books, and lead him onward to the 
performance of the duties of life. 
The press has taken the place of the 
orator, the politician, and clergyman. 
Eloquence is only fitful and evanes- 
cent. It is limited in its effect to a 
temporary influence. It impresses 
only those within its voice, and is 
necessarily confined to a narrow 
sphere of usefulness. The clergyman 
most renowned for pulpit oratory has 
but a fixed and limited congregation; 
except as his sermons are preserved 
and extended in print, his most golden 
words are lost. The politician and 
the statesman, the orator of the stump 
and hustings, the most eloquent 
speaker in legislative halls, cast the 
pearls of their eloquence before the 
swine of the lobby, and except as res- 
cued by the printer’s art they are 
lost and forgotten. Hence, we ob- 
serve the growth of the political and 
religious press. 7

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Russia’s Prime Minister. 


Prince Gortchakoff is one of the 
most agreeable men in Russia. Those 
who like him least acknowledge that, 
but few who have been brought much 
into contact with him have failed to 
like him as a man; and those who ap- 
preciate him best are the men who 
have served constantly under his or- 
ders. He was born in 1798, and has 
been Prime Minister of Russia since 
1856. He is the richest man in Rus- 
sia, the subject of highest rank in it, 
and ruler of the empire; nor could 
anything shake him from his post ex- 
cept a great national disaster, leading 
to a unanimous public outery against 
the government. He is not a plund- 
erer; he has not had to fritter away 
his prestige in public speeches, as the 
statesmen of constitutional countries 
are obliged to do; and he has kept so 
steadily to the policy. of aggrandizing 
his country, that, if he failed, he 
would be pitied for having been ill- 
served by his instruments rather than 
condemned for his patriotic ambition. 
Prince Gortchakoff would not have 
prospered as the minister of .a parlia- 
mentary State, for the gifts whica 
made him supreme at the council 
table, in the drawing-rooms, and in 
the private colloquies with embassa- 
dors would have been thrown away on 
popular assemblies. He has none of 
the bluff petulency of Bismarck, nor 
of the smerking readiness of retort 
which enabled Count Andrassy to 
manage the Austro-Hungarian Parlia- 
ments. He talks slowly, writes 
grandiloquently, and gives _high- 
minded reasons for everything he ad- 
vises or does. Persons who might 
have expected him to explain some 
tortuous piece of policy on cynical 
grounds arestaggered by his semblance 
of perfect good faith and by the reas- 
suring promises which he makes ina 
tone of stately gentleness, to which 
his venerable appearance gives the 
stamp of wisdom and truth. His 
strength is patience; his talent lies in 
seizing opportunities the moment they 
arrive; and these opportunities come 
through the simplicity of the foreign- 
ers who trust him.—Pall Mali Gacette.

How It Operates in Nevada—The Washoe 
Land and Water Company. 

This Company was organized on the 
7th inst. in Reno, the object being to 
reclaim about 25,000 acres of desert or 
sagebrush land utterly worthless in its 
present state, but with sufficient water 
for irrigation it is said to be the best 
Jand in the State.

Mr. Cantrell’s Department 

Tuesday morning we visited the inter- 
mediate department of the public 
school for the purpose of gaining an 
insight into some complaints which 
| had gained circulation in reference to 
the competency of Mr. Cantrill. - We 
hold that the pubtic school is not sec- 
ond in importance to courts of justice 
or halls of legislation. . The founda- 
tion of society is largely laid in the 
school-room. There’ character is 
shaped; there the potential inftuences 
ot the teacher produces’ an abiding 
impression. Parents.especially, there- 
fore, should fecl and manifest the 
greatest interest for ‘their sons and 
daughters when under the instructien 
of the teacher. They should -visit the 
public school and inform themselves 
as to the progress their children are 
making and aid the faithful principal 
in his work of imparting the best in- 
struction to those whoa few years 
hence are to fill important positions 
in society. - The parent will by so do- 
ing show to his child that he has a 
live interest in his improvement. He 
is stimulated to renewed exertion. 
Two influences are brought to bear 
upon him—the teacher first and then 
the parent. He will take a pride in 
showing his mother or father that he 
has good lessons and deports himself 
like a little gentleman. He finds 
little inducement to do wrong; he 
meets with every encouragement to 
Trustees should also visit 
the public at least once a 
month. It is their business to know 
how and whether the teachers are dis- 
charging their duty to .those under 
their charge; also to stand between 
the teacher and the parent or the pub- 
lic, thus insuring by and with the law 
full protection to the faithful, compe- 
tent teacher or insuring the. removal 
instructor.

St. Valentine’s Day.

Yesterday was St. Valentine’s 
day; last evening the time when, 
the real 
amusement of St. Valentine began. 
In the present age we do not as 
pleasantly nor as completely observe 
this holiday as did our ancestors in 
But it is interes- 
ting to note that a custom, ages ago 
inaugurated, yet has a hold upon 
young people—another illustration of 
the truth of an old expression—“The 
present rich with the spoils of time.” 
We are intimately bound up with the 
past. The people of this age are 
prone to believe those of preceding 
centuries were but the emerging 
fragments of a barbarous’ age. A 
glance over the pages of history will 
relieve one, says President Merriman, 
of this conceit. Intimately mingled 
with and comprising a part of our so- 
cial fabric are the partially refined ac- 
cumulations of the past. Says Chan- 
cellor Kent: “The literature of the 
present day,' ‘rich with the spoils of 
time’—instructs by the aid of the ac- 
cumulated wisdom of ages.’” There- 
fore it may not be amiss in us to say 
a few words in reference to the origin 
ofacustom anciently rich with en- 
joyment for young men and maidens. 
In this Irreverent age we are always 
questioning the history of the past, 
counter traditions, and 
scarcely satisfied when we find noth- 


ing objectionable to urge against the 


transmissions of those who have so 
largely added to the reverent world of 
thought and the aged empire of mat- 
ter. Hence we find two versions of 
the custom of which we speak. St. Val- 
entine, it is asserted, was a Bishop who 
lived in Rome during the reign of 
Claudius, and who was beheaded by 


~ that tyrant about the year 270. St. 


Valentine is described by one, as a 
‘‘man of most admirable parts, and so 
‘famous for his love and charity that 
the custom of choosing valentines upon 
his festival took its rise from thence.” 
Again itis stated that the practice 
grew out of the fact that birds about 
this time chose their mates. And 
lastly itis presumed by some that the 
observance of this holiday arose from 
a practice prevalent in ancient Rome 
at the festival of the Lupercalia, dur- 
ing the-month of February, when 
among other ceremonies, the names of 
young women were placed in a box, 
and drawn therefrom, as chance di- 
rected, by young men. 

The early churchmen of course at- 
tempted to prevent the young folks 
from enjoying themselves, but the 
most they could accomplish was to 
change in form the celebration of St. 
Valentine’s Day. It was the custom 
on the eve of February 14th to have 
the names of a select number of one 
sex put into a vessel by an equal num- 
ber of the opposite sex, and thereupon 
everyone draw a name which for the 
time being was called his or her valen- 
tine.

of young ladies and gentlemen might 
meet this evening at a friend’s house, | 


select their valentines, and spend the 
evening in dancing, card-playing, etc. 
Formerly it was the custom to make 
presents of jewelry, gloves, 
etc. We have now degenerated 
into the practice of sending comic or 
fearfully sentimental ‘‘valentines.” A 
few cowards make this day an occa. 
sion to send to those against whom 
they entertain an ill will, a mean in-

The present Winter has passed 
away, so far, without the usual talk 
over somé visionary project of a Rail- 
road into or through eur county, and 
it is just as well that it is so. Our 
railroad, however, is coming nearer 
every day, and we think that not 
more than five years will elapse be- 
fore Plumas will be connected by rail 
with the silver districts of Nevada, 
and the outside world.

Rover, convicted of the murder. of 
Isaac N. Sharp, over three years ago, 
and sentenced to be hanged next Tues- 
day. The man has had four trials, 
and each one has resulted in a verdict 
ef guilty. The Board of Pardons, to 
whom his last appeal was made, unan® 
imously refused to commute his sen- 
tence, and that decision seals his fate. 
Rover must die, and with his death 
justice will be satisfied by the bood of 
a fresh victim to a barbarous statute, 
or,—and it is a terrible reflection—an 
innocent man will be murdered in the 
name of the law. 

There are thousands of. persons in 
this State who are convinced that Ro- 
ver isnot guilty of the crime for 
which he is to suffer. That he has 
told contradictory stories during his 
trial is true; but heis a man of mee- 
gre iutellectual powers, and no moral 
preceptiors whateve™, and such a man 
would naturally, with death staring 
him in the face, seek to strengthen his 
defense by adding to the facts’ such 
evidences as his imagination - could 
suggest. In this he hasbeen detected, 
and it is this. which, will hang. him. 
Had he told his story without elabor- 
ation, and clung to it constantly. no 
jury in Nevada would have convicted 
him on the testimony of a man like 
McWorthy. Heis now to pay the 
penalty of his life for his false swear- 
ing. Let us hope that the sentence is

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Roots as Feed _ for Cattle. 


The Russian River Flag of the 7th 
instant contains the following: Every 
close observer of the agricultural meth- 
ods of the East, and especially of Eng- 
land and other foreign countries, will 
have been surprised to find farmers on 
this coast generally rather prejudiced 

inst root crops, and will wonder 
why this should be so. The fact that 
our climate enables us to pasture dur- 
ing a considerable portion of the year 
is undoubtedly one of the causes. To 
this may be added the growing favor 
of alfalfa as a feed, and perhaps also 
the fact that many of our farmers came 
from the Western States where corn 
is a great desideratum, and finding its 
successful cultivation ible, are con- 
tent to raise it on such land as may be 
adapted to it and seek no further. 
But in this we think they are mis- 
taken. It may be regarded as proven 
beyond a doubt that in the Eastern 
States even where the conditions are 
more favorable for corn, it is found to 
pay very well to raise roots, especially 
asan alternate crop. In this country, 
where our pasture is unreliable and not 
of a uniformly good quality, and where 
ood corn land is at once scarce and 
ear, we are convinced that the culti- 
vation of such crops would be sure to 
be of the highest advantage. They 
would supply at once a valuable and 
necessary variety, and a reliable green 
feed between grass times. It is true 
that roots require somewhat more la- 
bor to raise than either corn or alfalfa, 
but, apart from the desirability of an 
occasional change in the nature of feed, 
the yield is sufficiently larger to pay 
for extra pains. W. N. Gladden, of 
Russian River, a few years since, 
raised 30 tons of Mangle-wurzle to the 
acre, on light, sandy soil, and these 
sold readily at $4 50 per ton. And 
well they might, as this was a low 
price for them.

wherever the Swede is used itis found 


to have the most excellent effect on 
the cattle, increasing their weight, 
quality and quantity of milk, as well 
. as their general health and endurance. 
So large a crop fed on the ground on 
which it is produced cannot fail to re- 
turn to the soil more than is taken off, 
and when followed by grass or grain 
crops these latter are enormous. In 
England this is found to be especially 
the case after feeding the roots to 
sheep. They generally allow about 
fifteen sheep to theacre. We are con- 
vinced that in this country we have 
scarcely begun to study the true econ- 
omy of stock raising and feeding, and 
shall be happy if these few hints be 
found of any service in directing at- 
tention to what we conceive to be one 
of its most important branches.

Information for Beer Drink- 
ers. 


A general we prevails that 
‘ignorance is bliss." This manifestly 
depends on the nature of the ignor- 
ance and ghe nature ef the bliss; for 
example—it surely cannot be a_bliss- 
ful state to be acquainted with the 
following preparations that are adver- 
tised, and, we presume, used by tewn 
and country brewers: ‘‘ Bavarian bit- 
ter, one pound equals sixty-four 
pounds of hops. For adding to cop- 
per, or when racked.’ ‘‘Bisulphite of 
lime, for the prevention of acetous 
fermentation of beer.” “Double 
humulin (aroma), for flavouring mild- 
like pale ales, one pound equal to 
thirty-two pounds of hops.” ‘‘Bur- 
ton water crystals, especially recom- 
mended to brewers for rendering ales 
more preservative, improving attenu- 
ation, dropping clearer, paler in color, 
more sparkling.” 

The quotations we have given are 
from the advertisement sheet of a 
well known and officially published 
class journal, and clearly show that 
ignorance produces, at any rate in the 
beer drinker, headache and stomach- 
ache, rather than the bliss that poets 
write of. Now, if we could but re- 
store the brewers of England to that 
condition of ignorance when they 
could only brew beer with malt and 
hops we might fairly regard it as a 
case of ignorance being bliss. As it 
is, however, this age of science has pro- 
duced brewers that are chemists and 
wine merchants that are perfect mas- 
ters in that mysterious department of 
knowledge which is euphemistically 
called ‘‘blending.”” We can scarcely 
complain of the danger that has arisen 
from a little knowledge; our trouble 
has clearly come from our drink- 
makers knowing too much.—London 
Medical Hxamener.
